A Heart-Stopping Day for Stocks 


Dow rebounds after 
falling nearly 1,000 
points in 30 minutes 

New York 

The stock market had one of its 
most turbulent days in history as 
the Dow Jones industrials fell to a 
loss of almost 1,000 points in less 
than half an hour on fears that 
Greece’s debt problems could halt 
the global economic recovery. 

The market’s plunge came less 
than 90 minutes before the end of 
trading. The Dow’s drop was its 
largest loss ever during the course 
of a trading day, but it recovered 


to a loss of 347 at the close. All 
the major indexes lost more than 
3 percent. 

There were reports that the 
sudden drop was caused by a trad- 
er who mistyped an order to sell 
a large block of stock. The drop 
in that stock’s price was enough 
to trigger “sell” orders across the 
market. 

Still, the Dow was already down 
more than 200 points as traders 
watched protests in the streets of 
Athens on TV. Protestors raged 
against austerity measures passed 
by the Greek parliament. But trad- 
ers were not comforted by the fact 
that Greece seemed to be working 
towards a resolution of its debt

problems. Instead, they focused on 
the possibility that other Europe- 
an countries would also run into 


trouble, and that the damage to 
their economies could spread to 
the U.S. 

The Dow fell 998.50 points in 
its largest point drop ever, eclipsing 
the 780.87 it lost during the course 
of trading on Oct. 15, 2008, dur- 
ing the height of the financial cri- 
sis. The Dow closed that day down 
733.08, the biggest closing loss it 
has ever suffered. 

The Dow has lost 631 points, 
or 5.7 percent, in three days amid 
worries about Greece. That is 
its largest three-day percentage 
drop since March 2009, when 
the stock market was nearing its 
bottom after the financial crisis.

A Neanderthal in Us All 



Scientists confirm 
genes from ancestor 
live on in humans 

Washington 

We have met Neanderthal, and he 
is us — at least a little. 

The most detailed look yet at the 
Neanderthal genome helps answer 
one of the most debated questions 
in anthropology: Did Neanderthals 
and modern humans mate? 

The answer is yes — there is 
at least some caveman biology 
in most of us. Between 1 percent 
and 4 percent of genes in people 
from Europe and Asia trace back 
to Neanderthals. 

“They live on, a little bit,” says 
Svante Paabo of the Max Planck 
Institute for Evolutionary Anthro- 
pology in Leipzig, Germany. 

Researchers led by Paabo; Rich- 
ard E. Green of the University of 
California, Santa Cruz; and David 
Reich of Harvard Medical School 
compared the genetic material 
collected from the bones of three 
Neanderthals with that from five 


modern humans. 

Their findings, reported in Fri- 
day’s edition of the journal Science, 
show a relationship between Nean- 
derthals and modern people out- 
side Africa, Paabo said. 

That suggests that interbreed- 
ing occurred in the Middle East, 
where both modern humans and 
Neanderthals lived thousands of 
years ago, he said. 

“People are interested in the 
question: ‘By what route did I get 
here?’ And the idea that there is 


a faint echo of Neanderthals” is 
interesting, reflected Richard Potts, 
director of the Human Origins Pro- 
gram at the Smithsonian’s National 
Museum of Natural History. 

Erik Trinkaus, an anthropol- 
ogist at Washington University 
in St. Louis who has long argued 
that Neanderthals contributed to 
the human genome, welcomed the 
study, saying researchers now “can 
get on to other things than who was 
having sex with who in the Pleisto- 
cene.”

He came anyway, arriving in 
the Pentagon parking lot with his 
party of a half-dozen people. Gra-

No Clear Winner in British Vote 


Early projections 
show Conservatives 
just short of majority 


London 

Britain appeared headed toward a 
hung Parliament Thursday night 
as the first projections from tele- 
vision exit polls showed the Con- 
servative Party likely to win the 
most seats in the election but fall- 
ing just short of an outright par- 
liamentary majority. 

If those projections hold up, the 
election still could bring an end to 
13 years of Labor Party rule, after 
the longest stretch in power in the 
party’s history. In this campaign. 
Labor was slowed by the unpop- 
ularity of Prime Minister Gordon 
Brown, economic insecurity, vot- 
ers’ disgust with politicians and a 
desire for change. 

But because of the quirks of 
Britain’s electoral system, it was 
difficult at the time the polls closed 
for exit polls to project the final 
balance of power in the House of 
Commons among the Conserva- 
tives, Labor and the Liberal Dem-

ocrats. That left open the possibil- 
ity of a hung Parliament. 

The television exit poll, which 
was released minutes after the 
polls closed at 10 p.m. British time, 
included one anomaly: a projection 
that the Liberal Democrats might 
actually end up with fewer seats in 
the new Parliament than they now 
have, a surprising development

Nigeria Swears in Leader 



Jonathan assumes 
presidency after the 
death of Yar’Adua 

Lagos, Nigeria 

Nigeria’s acting leader Goodluck 
Jonathan was sworn in Thursday as 
president of Africa’s most populous 
country, as the body of his predeces- 
sor was flown north for a tradition- 
al Muslim burial hours after he died 
following a lengthy illness. 

Jonathan put on a sash bear- 
ing the green, yellow and white 
colors of Nigeria, signifying he 
had formally taken over for Presi- 
dent Umaru Yar’Adua though Jon- 
athan had served as acting presi- 
dent for months. 

Late Thursday morning, sol- 
diers escorted a stretcher bearing 
the body of Yar’Adua, wrapped in a 
Nigerian flag, onto a military cargo 
plane bound for his native Katsi- 
na state. Yar’Adua, who long had 
suffered from kidney ailments and 
was recently hospitalized in Saudi 
Arabia because of heart inflam- 
mation, died Wednesday night 
after apparently succumbing to 
his ill health. 

Jonathan now will serve as pres- 
ident through next year’s vote, like- 
ly to be held by April 2011. He also 
will be able to select a vice presi- 
dent to serve under him, subject 
to Senate approval. 

In a brief address, Jonathan 
promised that his administration 
would focus on good governance 



Battle Brewing 

The death of President Umaru 
Yar’Adua and the swearing in of acting 
leader Goodluck Jonathan as presi- 
dent will probably not bring an end to 
Nigeria’s power struggle. Even before 
Yar’Adua’s passing, some of Nigeria’s 
best-known politicians were lining up 
for the presidential race. The next few 
months could be quite contentious, 
with major consequences not only 
for Nigeria, but also for many other 
countries, including the U.S., that rely 
on Nigeria as a major supplier of oil.

“Jonathan must be interested in 
contesting for the presidency, but 
he still has not revealed his hand,” 
said Mark Schroeder, the director 
of sub-Saharan Africa analysis

Russian Warship Rescues 23 From Somali Pirates 


Aboard the Carlskona 

A Russian warship hunted down 
an oil tanker hijacked by Soma- 
li pirates and fired warning shots 
from its large-caliber machine gun 
Thursday. 

Special forces rappelled onto 
the ship, and a gunbattle killed 
one pirate, officials said aboard the 
warship Carlskrona, which was 500 


miles west of the rescue and sail- 
ing toward Somali water. 

The Indian Ocean rescue of 23 
Russian crew members came only 
24 hours after the pirates attacked 
the Liberian-flagged ship Moscow 
University. Ten pirates were arrest- 
ed. Details of the death were not 
released. The special forces had 
been aboard the Russian anti-sub- 
marine destroyer Marshal Shaposh- 


nikov, which rushed to the scene 
after Wednesday’s seajacking of 
the Moscow University, which is 
carrying crude oil worth about 
$50 million. 

Oil tankers don’t even allow 
crew members to smoke on board 
because of the risk of igniting the 
cargo. But the Russian navy made 
the decision to move in with weap- 
ons ready.

Momentously Mundane 

Historians say the national archive of tweets will help scholars study our era 


Technology 

When the Library of Congress 
announced this month that it had 
recently acquired Twitter’s entire 
archive of public tweets, the snarko- 
sphere quickly broke out the pop- 
ular refrain, “Nobody cares that 
you just watched ‘Lost.’” 

Television tweets are always 
the shorthand by which naysay- 
ers express how idiotic they find 
Twitter, the microblogging site on 
which millions of users share their 
thoughts and activities in 140 char- 
acters or fewer. 

“If tweets are in, how about 
craigslist.org postings?” one post- 
er wrote on the library’s blog in 
response to the announcement. 
Because “all of that information 
is just as culturally vacant.” 

The purview of historians has 
always been the tangible: letters, 
journals, official documents. 

The purview of Twitter, on the 
other hand, is the ephemeral: ran- 
dom spewings that some argue 
represent the degeneration of soci- 
ety. Would a Founding Father ever 
have tweeted his crush on Evan- 
geline Lilly? 

But on the other hand, says 
Michael Beschloss, historian and 
author of “Presidential Courage,” 
“What historian today wouldn’t 
give his right arm to have the adult 
Madison’s contemporaneous Twit- 
ters about the secret debates inside 
the Constitutional Convention?” 

Although the library’s acquisi- 
tion might seem to be a capitula- 
tion to frivolity and short attention 
spans, historians say it’s actual- 
ly about how digital archives are 
shaping the future of history. 

“We are in a period of great 
transition,” Martha Anderson said. 
“We’re trying to figure out the best 
way to leave evidence for future 
generations of scholarship.”

so utterly mundane. Twitter pro- 
vides a deeply personal insight into 
the daily lives of average individu- 
als — on a scale that is complete- 
ly unprecedented. 

“This is a fascinating coming 
together of two strains in the broad- 
ening of history,” says Dan Cohen, 
the director of the Center for His- 
tory and New Media at George 
Mason University. “On one side, 
you have the democratization of 
history and the inclusion of ordi- 
nary people. On the other side, you 
have an online stream that allows 
for a very large mass of human 
expression.” 

Some tweets the library can 
already pinpoint as potentially 
historically significant. Consider 
Barack Obama’s first tweet after 
winning the election: “We just 
made history. ... All of this hap- 
pened because of you. Thanks.” 

But the more interesting possi- 
bility is that there are tweets whose 
value we do not yet see. “Some- 
where in [the digital world], we 
don’t know where,” Cohen says, 
“there is a kindergarten photo- 
graph or a link to a personal blog

Danny Allsopp knows a thing or 
two about making an impression 
at a new club, and he’s made one at 
D.C. United at a crucial time.

Redevelopment 

When Chris Phelan and his wife, Elaine, 
decided in 2008 to move into a dilapidated 
historic townhouse in the Capitol Riverfront 
neighborhood, their friends and families 
balked: “They said, ‘You can’t be serious!”’ 
Chris Phelan recalls. That wasn’t surprising, 
given that the Riverfront, once a maritime 
and shipbuilding hub, in recent years has 
been known for its crime and vacant lots — 
or simply not known at all. But the Phelans 
had a vision: “We saw a lot of potential — and 
we still do,” says Chris Phelan, 32. 

Planners and investors are busily pro- 
moting this optimism, as are the River- 
front’s residents, who have grown from 
just a few hundred several years ago to 
more than 2,700 today. The Riverfront, 
or “the Front” — as promoters and inves- 
tors like to call it — is already home to 
a mixed-use community of 35,000 day- 
time employees, including workers at the 
U.S. Department of Transportation Head- 
quarters, the Navy and a number of pri- 
vate companies. 

The fact that the neighborhood is only 
just emerging as a real estate hot spot is 
remarkable given its geographic centrali- 
ty — just five blocks from the U.S. Capitol 
and around the corner from Barracks Row 
on Capitol Hill.

Of course, the Front’s visibil- 
ity increased dramatically when 
baseball arrived there in 2008. For 
many Washingtonians, this once- 
unknown area is now synonymous 
with Nationals Stadium, a fact not 
lost on the locals, many of whom 
are self-described baseball junkies. 
But according to Michael Stevens, 
the executive director of the Cap- 
itol Riverfront Business Improve- 
ment District, the stadium was just 
“gasoline on the fire” of 15 years 
of strategic positioning by the BID 
and the local government. 

“The river was always the main 
attraction,” says Stevens, who envi- 
sions the Front becoming an enter- 
tainment destination where Wash- 
ingtonians and tourists will walk, 
cycle, canoe and relax along the 
untapped miles of the Anacostia 
riverfront. This will be one of the 
largest riverfront redevelopments 
in the nation, Stevens thinks. 

For the Phelans, both Hill 
staffers, a short walk to work was 
certainly a big draw, but the riv- 
erfront was what really hooked 
them. “There are not many loca- 
tions like this in D.C. The river 
gives the Front something extra — 
no one else can boast this,” Chris 
Phelan says. 

Still, Capitol Riverfront is a 
“new” neighborhood, says Jacque- 
line Dupree, who has been docu- 
menting the Front’s dramatic trans- 
formation over the past decade on 
her popular, blog Jdland.com (she 
also works for The Washington 
Post, which is owned by the same 
parent company as Express). “It’s a 
neighborhood that’s still just com- 
ing off the drawing board, with a 
long way to go, and many ameni- 
ties are just not here yet. But the 
residents are enthusiastic about its 
future and have moved here with 
a belief that the good stuff will be 
coming,” Dupree says. 

Like in any developing real 
estate market, the recession took its 
toll. But for the Capitol Riverfront 
BID, “the goal is to keep moving 
various projects forward while posi- 
tioning the Front for the next wave 
of development opportunities,” Ste- 


Location 

Capitol Riverfront encompasses 
about 500 acres between the U.S. 
Capitol and the Anacostia River. The 
Front shares its northern border with 
Capitol Hill and is located just blocks 
from the Barracks Row entertainment 
and dining district. 

Transportation 

Capitol Riverfront is served by Metro- 
rail's Green Line at the Navy Yard 
station and is within walking distance 
of the Blue and Orange lines at the 
Capitol South and Eastern Market 
stations. A Circulator bus stops every 
10 minutes and connects the Front 
to Union Station, Eastern Market and 
the U.S. Capitol. A water taxi operates 
between Diamond Teague Park and 
Piers, Alexandria and National Harbor. 

Groceries 

Cornercopia Market and Deli (1000 
Third St. SE; 202-525-1653) sells 
wine and beer, deli sandwiches, and 
a selection of upscale and organic 
items. There are also three major 
grocery stores within two miles of the 
neighborhood, and the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Transportation (with support 
from the BID) holds a farmers market 
on Tuesdays between May and No- 
vember at Third and M streets SE. 

Fitness/Recreation 

Walk, cycle or jog along the riverfront 
or the nearby National Mall. Kayaks 
and canoes are available to rent at 
Diamond Teague Park and Piers. The 
truly adventurous can swing from a 
trapeze at the Trapeze School New 
York (corner of Fourth and Tingey 
streets SE). A 3-acre site for Canal 
Park, which will ultimately house an 
ice rink in the winter but is already the 
site of the BID'S annual Outdoor Movie 
Series, is slated for further develop- 
ment later this year. 

Dining and Bars 

Locals and Nationals fans alike can 
dine at the recently opened Justin's 
Cafe (1025 First St. SE; Justinscafe. 
com). For more restaurants, just walk 
a few blocks to Barracks Row (Eighth 
Street SE). c.m.

nities drew in Daryl Jackson, who 
owns a condo in Capitol Hill Tower 
(1000 New Jersey Ave. SE; Capi- 
tolhilltower.com), which boasts a 
large indoor pool and spa, and a 
Ken Smith-designed landscaped 
courtyard. “The sense of commu- 
nity is palpable,” Jackson says. 

“We have a lot of get-togethers 
within our building but also with 
other buildings in the area. Every- 
one is extremely neighborly and 
friendly. It’s a great atmosphere.” 
The Tower, which offers studios 
from the low-$200s up to three-bed- 
rooms from the low-$500s, is more 
than just condos to Jackson; it is a 
“real community,” he says. 

Prospective buyers can also 
consider the Velocity building, 
which has sold 40 percent of its 
200 condos, and ranges in price 
from the high-$200s to the high- 
$600s. Vicki Johnston, a Realtor 
who handles sales for the build- 
ing, says a main appeal of Veloci- 
ty is the 360-degree views from its 
rooftop pool. 

“To the right is the U.S. Capi- 
tol building and to your left is the 
Anacostia River,” Johnston says. 
An acoustic engineer worked to 
ensure that the units are excep- 
tionally soundproof, says John- 
ston, who has “no doubt that as 
the area builds out, the value of 
the condos in the Front will sky- 
rocket.” CATRIN MORRIS

vens says. For Chris Phelan and 
other residents, the slowdown in 
development is not too worrisome. 
“We are encouraged each time we 
walk by a new crane or bulldozer,” 
Chris Phelan says. 

The neighborhood itself lacks 
many basic amenities right now, 
though there are three super- 
markets within 2 miles, a hand- 
ful of carry-outs and a corner deli 
called Cornercopia (1000 Third 
St. SE). But “the folks who publi- 
cize the area like to say that, when 
it’s built out, it’ll be the size of a 
midsized American downtown,” 
Dupree says. 

Once completed, about 60 per- 
cent of the area will have been 


demolished and rebuilt with new 
retail, residential, office, hotel and 
park space, according to the BID. 
Such developments include Half 
Street, a block just north of Nation- 
als Park that’s slated to host restau- 
rants and retail; and the Yards, 44 
acres of office, residential and retail 
spaces, including renovations of a 
number of World War I-era build- 
ings. These projects are slated to 
be developed over the next 10 to 
20 years. 

While they wait, Dupree says, 
residents and office workers in 
the Front appreciate the neighbor- 
hood’s proximity to downtown D.C. 
and to Capitol Hill.

Four neighborhoods 
offer bargains for 
rookie home buyers 

Hot Hoods 

The federal government’s first- 
time home buyer tax credit may 
have expired last month, but there 
are still plenty of reasons for rook- 
ies to brave the market. Tempt- 
ing low interest rates and accessi- 
ble price points are pushing many 
first-timers from the sidelines and 
into the bullring. 

Four Washington-area neigh- 
borhoods — Logan Circle/Shaw 
and Mount Vernon Triangle in the 
District; and Fairlington/Shirling- 
ton and Centreville in Virginia — 
have much to offer cash-strapped 
newbies, whether they’re condo 
cravers or pining for a townhouse 
on the range. (Maryland buyers 
with similar needs might consider 
Hyattsville, where residents enjoy 
close proximity to the District but 
a small-town vibe, historic homes 
and an arts district.) 


Fairlington/Shirlington 

Nuzzled up to 1-395 in Arlington 
County, the garden-style condos 
and townhouses of Fairlington- 
Shirlington remain popular among 
first-time NoVa buyers, with one- 


bedroom condos selling for about 

$250,000. 

Affordable prices there have 
lured first-timers such as Joy Beck, 
30, who last year closed on a two- 
bedroom/two-bathroom condo in 


the West Village of Shirlington. 
Even after renting in the D.C. area 
for nearly 10 years, she hadn’t given 
much thought to buying a place 
until a short-sale opportunity arose 
that she couldn’t pass up. 


“The facilities are amazing — 
we have a huge pool, brand-new 
gym, a nice community center and 
it’s very dog-friendly,” gushes Beck, 
an assistant vice president/portfolio 
manager at M&T Bank, who happi- 
ly coexists with her golden retriev- 
er/collie mix pooch, Lucy. 

Beck enjoys the area’s close 
sense of community, whether min- 
gling with her 20- and 30-some- 
thing neighbors at cookouts 
planned by the condo association 
or across the street at Shirlington 
Village. (The shopping center has 
outposts of Harris Teeter, Cake 
Love, Capital City Brewing Com- 
pany, Guapo’s and more, plus three 
movie theaters.) 

The Fairlington Villages’ World 
War Il-era condos and townhouses 
are another longtime young buyer 
favorite. “There’s almost a college 
campus-type atmosphere” among 
Fairlington Villages homeowners, 
says Billy Buck, president of Buck & 
Associates in Arlington. “Not only 
are [the condos] affordable, but 
they’re also very attractive.”

For prospective Fairlington- 
Shirlington buyers seeking more 
bang for their buck, Long & Fos- 
ter real estate agent Christine Rich 
suggests checking out the Arling- 
ton (spread among an area bor- 
dered by S. Walter Reed Drive, S. 
Wakefield Street and 28th Road) 
where two-bedroom condos 
often sell for less than $300,000. 


Logan Circle/Shaw 

City-craving District buyers — who 
possess neither the bank accounts 
for Georgetown nor the patience 
to wait around for development to 
strike areas less trodden — often 
gravitate toward Logan Circle and 
adjacent blocks of Shaw. “Logan 
is fashionably urban and proba- 
bly the most diverse crossroads of 
the city,” says Ken Johnson, CEO 
of DCRealEstate.com.

the Logan Circle neighborhood, 
Michael Topp, 29, director of mem- 
bership of the Society of Industri- 
al and Office Realtors, and Rob 
Linnander, 26, a health care con- 
sultant, came to a simple conclu- 
sion: They loved the neighborhood 
about as much as they hated the 
high cost of rent. Last summer, the 
couple became the proud owners 
of a 1,000-square-foot, one-bed- 
room-plus-den Logan Park condo 
in the l6-unit building at I6l6 11th 
St. NW. 

“Logan Circle is so dynamic and 
still changing,” Topp says. “A dog 
park just opened across the street, 
and there’s always something going 
on along 14th Street.” 

Prime addresses like those in 
Logan Circle don’t come cheap. 
Condo prices in Shaw and Logan 
Circle typically range from 
$250,000 to $499,000 for cozy 
one-bedrooms, often in new build- 
ings that feature high-end finish- 
es (granite counters, stainless- 
steel appliances), elevators and 
on-site gyms, says D.C. Realtor 
Kevin J. Wood. 

Mount Vernon Triangle 

When native Washingtonian Danai 
Mattison recently decided to buy 
her first place, she looked to the 
CityVista development in D.C.’s 


Mount Vernon Triangle. 

“I grew up in the suburbs of 
Northwest,” she says. “It’s exciting 
for me to come downtown.” Mat- 
tison, 22, also works as settlement 
coordinator for CityVista, so she can 
attest that many fellow first-timers 
have flocked to the project. 

To Mattison, buying a CityVis- 
ta pad last year was a “no-brain-

er.” “It’s an investment in the area,” 
she says. 

The project has breathed new 
life into the former void through 
the opening of a shiny new Safeway 
grocery store, Busboys and Poets 
(1025 5th St. NW) and Fifth Street 
Hardware (1055 5th St. NW). 

Buyers wary of downtown’s con- 
crete jungle can find refuge at Vista 
Green, a private 1-acre park in the 
middle of the CityVista complex. 
One-bedroom units at CityVista 
start in the $300,000s. 


Centreville 

Radiating from 1-66, Fairfax Coun- 
ty exurbs award residents relative- 
ly easy access to Northern Virginia 
and downtown D.C., which appeals 
to rookies who don’t mind living 
beyond the Beltway and want more 
space than a condo. 

“The first-time home buyers 
I work with are looking in Cen- 
treville, Chantilly and Fairfax, 
and looking in the $200,000 to 
$350,0000 range. There is a lot of 
activity,” says Jane Quill, a broker 
and past president of the Northern 
Virginia Association of Realtors. 

Centreville’s relatively lower 
price tags — and larger floor plans 
— attracted Chris and Suzanna 
Bell, 24 and 23, respectively. Last 
May, the couple snagged a town- 
house on short sale at Woodgate 
Village, a 123-unit community 
at Stone Road and Route 29. The 
Bells’ spacious new digs have three 
bedrooms, one on each of three lev- 
els, plus an open kitchen and liv- 
ing room, basement-level family 
room and fireplace. 

“It puts us right in the middle of 
a lot of stuff,” Chris Bell says. “It’s 
a short hop down 29 to the Manas- 
sas business district. We’re prob- 
ably five minutes from a mall. We 
can take 66 to the Metro to get to

Safety Nets for Novices 



Skillful bargaining 
and contingencies 
help home buyers 
make wise decisions 

Buyer Protection 

The life of a first-time condo buyer 
today is not an easy one. A newbie 
could spend weeks, maybe months, 
attending open houses, dealing 
with real estate agents and mort- 
gage officers and piles of paper- 
work — and all while our nation’s 
financial system is in the worst 
shape since the Great Depression. 
Many new buyers are understand- 
ably nervous about making such a 
big purchase now: “What if I lose 
my job?” “What if the market falls 
further?” 

Though the economy has 
become much more stable in recent 
months, there are plenty of rea- 
sons a rookie buyer might hesitate 
to sign a contract. Maybe financ- 
ing falls through at the last min- 
ute, or by the time you’ve gotten 
your mortgage, the value of your 
home has plummeted. Maybe you 
just lost your job. Maybe you want 
to buy that townhouse, but you’re 
just worried. 

But there are plenty of ways 
to protect yourself — contingen- 
cy plans smart buyers can use to 
back away from property they no 
longer want, and methods they can 
use to get more for their money. 
Learn these tips well and use them 
responsibly. 

Inspection Contingency 

Most contracts work like this: 
Before going to the final closing, 
the buyer pays the seller a percent- 
age of the condo’s value as “ear- 
nest money.” This isn’t a down 
payment (which is typically much 
more money), but just a way for the 
buyer to signify, “I’m serious about 
this purchase.” The seller gets to 
keep that money if the buyer then 
decides to walk away — unless cer- 
tain contingencies are met. 

Most contracts, says Katie Weth- 


man, a Realtor with Keller Williams 
Realty, have a clause that says buy- 
ers can back out of the deal if a home 
inspection turns up issues that they 
don’t want to tackle — even a bro- 
ken garbage disposal is enough for 
someone to walk away. 

But even when there aren’t 
major problems, buyers can change 
their minds without penalty. “What 
a lot of agents don’t realize is there’s 
a clause in the home inspection 
that gives a buyer an out for any 
reason,” Wethman says. She likes 
to structure her buyers’ contracts 
to give them a little more wiggle 
room, changing the typical three- 
day window to a week or more, if 
the seller is amenable. 

Two of Wethman’s clients last 
year took advantage of one of her 
extra-flexible, buyer-friendly con- 
tracts. First-time buyers Adam 
Calabrese and Valerie Jones put 
an offer on a three-bedroom town- 
house in Del Ray, which was accept- 
ed. Two days later, Calabrese got a 
call offering him an interview for 
his dream job — but it would have 
involved a relocation. So, the new 


buyers faced a dilemma: Forget 
about the career move and buy the 
house, or give up on the house for 
just the possibility of the job? 

Calabrese, 28, a consultant, 
and Jones, 29, a library aide, didn’t 
know what to do. 

“I had [asked Wethman if she 
could buy us more time so I could 
be able to get out of the contract,” 
Calabrese said. “She worked it so 
we waited until the very last day to 
submit the inspection report, and 
she loaded the inspection report 
with pretty much everything that 
was wrong, being pretty sure that 
[the seller] would counter, which 
would then buy us three more 
days.” Calabrese was able to go 
to his interview knowing that, if 
needed, the couple could walk away 
from the deal without consequence. 
(After Calabrese ultimately decid- 
ed not to take the job, the couple 
landed the townhouse.) 

Appraisal Contingency 

Simply put, the appraisal contin- 
gency means that if the property

isn’t worth about as much as you’re 
paying for it, you can renegotiate 
without breaking the contract. 
Smart agents try to write these 
contingencies into contracts, but 
there are certain times when this 
doesn’t work. 

Developers selling whole condo 
buildings are much less willing to 
negotiate with individual sellers. 
They have standardized contracts 
they don’t like to budge from, says 
Taylor Connolly, a lead real estate 
agent at Redfin, which sells homes 
in D.C. and Maryland. 

Financing Contingency 

Still, in this economy, first-time 
buyers may find there’s some wig- 
gle room for financing, even when

FINANCING AID 

The Federal Housing Administra- 
tion can help you get a loan with 
just a 3.5 percent down payment, 
compared to the 10 percent or 
higher usually required by lenders. 
Many restrictions apply, though, 
from the property type to the num- 
ber of days it’s been on the market, 
so check with a lender or agent 
with FHA experience. 

» Quick and Dirty? A short sale 
— popular these days with 
deal-hunters —can end up being 
anything but short. Since the bank 
servicing the current owner’s 
mortgage must agree to the sale 
price, you have more people to 
negotiate with than just the 
owner(s) and a real estate agent. 

» Fixer-upper? The FHA also 
offers a loan for homes that need a 
bit of TLC: the 203(k) program. The 
program can essentially help you 
lock in extra money for repairs at the 
same low interest rate as your 
primary mortgage. 
w Extra Costs: Private Mortgage 
Insurance (PMI) guarantees the 
lender payment if you default on 
your loan, and it’s often required if 
you’re putting less than 20 percent 
down. When calculating how much 
home you can afford, be sure to 
figure PMI costs into your payments. 
» Money For Nothing: The federal 
first-time home buyers tax credit 
may have expired, but first-time 
buyers in D.C. are eligible for a $5,000 
tax credit— with no time limits, r.k. 


dealing with developers. 

The financing contingency 
essentially means that if you can’t 
get a mortgage, you may be able to 
back out of your contract. Connolly 
says, though, that he’s been able to 
negotiate a larger window for buy- 
ers to try to get a mortgage — 60 or 
90 days rather than the standard 
30 — because of the extraordinary 
market circumstances. 

Once, he had a buyer who was 
still stuck looking for a mortgage 
a month past the closing date. 
“[The buyer] had to start over with 
a whole new lender. The develop- 
er was pretty much, 'Hey, do what 
you have to do. As long as you’re at 


least trying to get a loan, we’re fine 
with it.’ A year ago, they would have 
taken your money and told you to 
try again later,” Connolly says. 

Other Loopholes 

The lawyers at New York-based No- 
Condo.com think they’ve struck 
gold. They’ve been using condo 
developers’ failure to file papers 
under the Interstate Land Sales 
Full Disclosure Act as a basis for 
rescinding a buyer’s contract. 

It sounds like legalese, and it is; 
the ILSFDA is a law meant to pre- 
vent speculators from selling unin- 
habitable plots of land. Interpret- 
ed in a different way, the law could 
also apply to developers’ building 
condo complexes with more than 
99 units. The No-Condo lawyers 
say they can use a developer’s fail- 
ure to comply with this act as a way 
to get buyers out of contracts they 
don’t want to be in. 

Brian West of the West Law 
Group in Tysons Corner repre- 
sents No -Condo.com in Washing- 
ton. “The key is, did you register 
[with the department of Hous- 
ing and Urban Development] or 
not? If you didn’t, your clients get 
to rescind.” No Condo is working 
with a few clients in New York — 
some of whom have succeeded in 
breaking their contracts — but 
none yet in D.C. 

What Could Go Wrong? 

If you back out of a contract with- 
out using one of these contin- 
gencies, kiss your earnest money 
goodbye. 

But even if you can take the 
financial hit, you may want to think 
twice before ditching a deal: While 
breach of contract won’t ding your 
credit report or make it harder for 
you to buy a condo in the future, 
the seller has the right to sue. 

Connolly says he’s heard of cases 
in which sellers sued defaulted buy- 
ers for the losses incurred by not 
being able to market their proper- 
ty to anyone else. If the condo loses 
value between the time of the ini- 
tial earnest money payment and the 
buyers’ backing out, sellers can win 
the difference between the previ- 
ous asking price and the current

THRIFT-STORE FINDS, MISMATCHED 
CHINA AND OTHER ECLECTIC ELEMENTS 


In Granny’s heyday, din- 
ing rooms tended to be prim-and- 
proper lairs of etiquette queens 
like Emily Post, no-man’s-lands 
for elbows on the table or chipped 
china. But just as heels and hose 
have been traded for peep-toe 
pumps (or beachy flip-flops), so, 
too, has the dining room been 
dressed down. 

“A dining room should be relax- 
ing and comfortable — where 
friends and family are encouraged 
to hang out long after the meal,” 
says Tai Tsang, owner of home bou- 
tique Tabletop (1608 20th St. NW; 
202-387-7117). But just as “com- 
fortable” isn’t a bjrword for sport- 
ing saggy sweatpants to supper, 
neither is it an excuse for slack-

ing when it comes to outfitting the 
dinner table. 

“A stylish dining table creates 
ambiance. It promotes better con- 
versation,” adds Manvi Drona-Hi- 
dalgo, 29, a Takoma Park interior 
stylist and design blogger (Mocha- 
tini.net). 

Luckily, tables today look novel 
and chic topped with a clever mis- 
cellany of linens, dishes and glass- 
es instead of the coordinated sets 
of bygone days. “All the flatware 
and dinnerware doesn’t have to 
match, or it’ll look like you dragged 
out your wedding china,” says Joe 
Nye, Los Angeles interior design- 
er and author of “Flair: Exquisite 
Invitations, Lush Flowers and Gor- 
geous Table Settings for Special 
Occasions” ($30, Rizzoli). “I like 
mixing really beautiful, expensive 
items with inexpensive things. It’s 
that whole high and low thing — 
like how you’ll wear a Chanel jacket 
over a wife-beater T-shirt.” 

You can apply that attitude 
whether your cupboards are 
stacked with Great-Aunt Violet’s 
gilded Aynsley china or white Ikea 
melamine plates. Because even 
fusty heirloom porcelain feels fresh 
if you arrange it with a forward- 
looking eye. “Beautiful antique 
dishware can be popped out by 
using a bright tablecloth — pick 
one of the colors in the pattern,” 
says designer Kim Myles, host of 
HGTV’s “Myles of Style.” “Char-

ger platters, whether silver or 
gold, make it more presentation- 
al, and sends a message that the 
plate is special.” 

And if you don’t own a complete 
set of dishes or stemware, don’t 
stress. Round out your collection 
with complementary, but inten- 
tionally distinct, pieces. Though 
white plates set on crisp linens have 
timeless appeal, modern table-set- 
ters often prefer bold color palettes 
and punchy patterns, layering mul- 
tiple plates or adding bright nap- 
kins and colored glasses. 

Browse thrift shops and flea 
markets for “Alice in Wonderland”- 
style vintage tea sets, embroidered 
linens and sterling silverware that 
inject a worn-in flair to your dining 
table. “At the moment, old beauti- 
ful white and cream linens hand- 
stitched with floral patterns are all 
the rage mixed with clean white 
dishes,” explains Liz Belton, a Brit- 
ish stylist who worked on “Table 
Style: 101 Creative Ideas for Elegant 
and Affordable Entertaining” ($25, 
Ryland Peters & Small). “It’s easy 
to create a new look rather than 
buying a new set of china.” 

Drona-Hidalgo punctuates her 
table with a mishmash of etched 
crystal glasses scored at flea mar- 
kets or used treasure troves such 
as Ruff & Ready Furnishings (1908 
14th St. NW; 202-667-7833). Then 
she sprinkles her dining room with 
an air of bespoke charm, from 



handmade place cards to vintage 
saucers piled with gourmet salts 
and tiny spoons. 

For many millennial home- 
steaders, a pared-down tabletop 
is a breezy antidote to the extrava- 
gant tableaus of yesteryear. Think 
trendy and tailored but also sleek 
and streamlined. “People feel like in 
order to dress the top of the table, it 
has to be some over-the-top event,” 
Myles says. “Always consider the 
sight line — you don’t want things 
so high and fabulous that guests 
can’t look across the table.” 

Instead of show-stopping cen- 
terpieces, she says, go for simple 
accessories that won’t distract from 
the meal. She recommends trad- 
ing a clunky bouquet for a series of 
small vases, water glasses or food 
jars (with the labels peeled off), 
with a single flower stem snipped 


short and placed in each. Tsang 
likes to bedeck her dinner table 
with potted herbs, which guests 
are encouraged to take home as 
party favors. 

Others rely on the chow itself to 
dish up visual stimuli. Try placing 
nibbles on a pedestal via elevated 
cake stands — a decadent look that 
exudes a Marie-Antoinette-at-the- 
banquet aesthetic, says Myles. 

Drona-Hidalgo showcases 
succulents and blocks of sprout- 
ing wheatgrass as natural table 
decorations. And she recycles 
scrubbed-down wine bottles as 
bistro-inspired water carafes, 
with hand-scrawled tags labeled 
still or sparkling. “The personal 
touch that goes into entertaining 
at home transports you in a way 
that a restaurant can’t,” Drona-Hi- 
dalgo says. KATIE KNOROVSKY

Once a formal parlor that stayed 
boarded up between black-tie 
dinner fetes, the dining room has 
evolved into the anything-goes 
hub of many homes. Designers 
suggest taking a cue from the 
room’s inherent liveliness, which 
means setting up the space to be 
multipurpose and considering 
comfort a priority. 

“Splurge on great chairs 
with cushions for hours 
around a table crammed with 
great food and great company 

— or for Late-night card games," 
suggests Liz Belton, a British styl- 
ist who staged the photography 
for “Table Style: 101 Creative 
Ideas for Elegant and Affordable 
Entertaining" ($25, Ryland Peters 
& Small). 

Up the style wattage by il- 
luminating the dinner table 
with a light fixture worthy of the 
spotlight, then install a dimmer 
switch. “Lighting can really help 
set the tone of a dining area," says 
Tai Tsang, owner of home bou- 
tique Tabletop (1608 20th St. NW; 
202-387-7117), where you can 
score the Lamp at Left for $78. 

In small spaces, dining 
tables are sometimes 
barely big enough to contain your 
plates and glasses, to say noth- 
ing of squeezing on flower vases 
or other garnishes. Simplify your 
table but pile a credenza with 
spring branches, bunches of peo- 
nies or other flourishes, suggests 
Manvi Drona-Hidalgo of Mocha- 
tini.net. “I Like attention-grabbing 
sideboards, which keeps the din- 
ner table free for food and drinks," 
she says. 

Finally, try some hotter 
hues, advises designer Kim 
Myles, host of HGTV’s “Myles of 
Style." “Take a Leap on warm col- 
ors Like yellows, oranges and reds 

— any color that's exciting to the 
appetite," she says. k.k.

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Baby Steps 

I’m pretty sure “Babies" is the first 
time I’ve seen moms nursing their 
kids on the big screen since 1998’s 
“The Sweet Hereafter," and “Babies" 
has the advantage of not having a 
giant school bus crash. 

The much-hyped 
documentary — which 
follows four infants 
in the U.S., Japan, 
Mongolia and Namibia 
— looks at the way 
child-rearing is dif- 
ferent the world over, 
even though children 
manage to remain almost exactly the 
same. 

Ponijao, the Namibian baby, 
spends most of her time around top- 
less women. That footage makes you 
realize how we really only see breasts 
on film in sexual situations. Here, 
boobs are for babies. And nursing is, 
you know, feeding the baby, not some- 
thing that requires a frantic search 
for privacy. Ponijao and her mom are 
walking down the road. She tugs on 
her arm. Mom leans over, Ponijao 
takes a few hits, and they continue on. 

Breasts on film are nothing new, 
but nursing is. And when we hide 
what's normal, it becomes exotic and, 
often, forbidden. My own first nursing- 
in-public attempts involved a sarong 
and furtive glances to make sure no 
one was watching. (That ended when 
the baby got hungry in a Chik-fil-A.) 

So, let’s hope “Babies" encourages 
everyone to drop the covers and let it 
all hang out.

Magnetism Lost 


The ‘Iron Man’ franchise 
trades up its whip -smart 
cheek for lackluster action 

Film Review 

The best thing about “Iron Man” was Robert 
Downey Jr.’s cheek and expressiveness. The 
worst was the hardware: What began as a 
bracingly irreverent diversion from comic book 
movies that take themselves way too serious- 
ly morphed into “Transformers,” ending in a 
clanking, heavy-metal smackdown. 

“Iron Man 2” seems to have taken some 
wrong cues from its predecessor, drowning 
any potential sophistication in a busy, unfo- 
cused clatter of cross-talk punctuated by 
occasional fender-bender royales. The film 
seems chiefly intended as a placeholder for 
the next dozen or so sequels. But with every- 
one’s eyes on extending the franchise, they’ve

overlooked the possibilities right in front of 
them. A terrific villain is a terrible thing to 
waste — namely Mickey Rourke, who, like 
most of the supporting players here, is given 
much too little to do with his gifts. 

Rourke plays Ivan Vanko, who, as the movie 
opens, is working in Moscow on a metallic exo- 
skeleton that will rival Iron Man’s both in tech- 
nological complexity and destructive throw- 
weight. Meanwhile, Tony Stark (Downey) has 
secured world peace for the moment, rendering 
the U.S. military and attendant civilian apparat- 
chiks irrelevant. He’s cocky, full of himself and 
obnoxiously at the top of his game — but with 
Stark, there are always shadows. When Vanko 
confronts Tony for their first showdown at the 
Grand Prix in Monaco, it’s clear that “Iron Man 
2” will be propelled by Oedipal psychological 
issues and struggles with mortality. 

Aw, who’s anybody kidding? “Iron 
Man 2” is propelled by stuff getting 
blown up, strafed, consumed by 
fireballs and blasted into obliv- 
ion. Director Jon Favreau, who 
stars as Tony’s factotum Happy 
Hogan, makes sure to insert 
whammies at every pre- 
scribed juncture. Just 
when Rourke is hitting 
his stride, “Iron Man 2” 
introduces anoth-

er character, played by 
Scarlett Johansson, who 
herself must make way 
for a recap featuring Sam- 
uel L. Jackson as Nick Fury, 
who must scoot over for some 
expository mustache-twirling 
by a defense contractor played 
by Sam Rockwell. 

And we haven’t yet discussed 
close friend Rhodey stealing an 
Iron Man suit (Don Cheadle has 
assumed the role last occupied 
by Terrence Howard, and brings 
his usual class and understate- 
ment to the task). Iron Man and 
his retinue of enablers still qual- 
ify as the most easy-to-like play- 
ers in the comic-book movie rota- 
tion, but only when they’re allowed 
to emerge from behind the giz- 
mos and geek-speak, annhornaday

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The World of ‘Babies’ 



A new documentary 
lets early childhood 
gurgle all for itself 

Film Review 

“Babies” might be the first post-You- 
Tube documentary. With no narra- 
tion, explanatory text or conven- 
tional narrative structure, it invites 
viewers simply to watch and revel 
in things doing their thing — or in 
this case, babies being babies. 

A group portrait of infants 
coming of age in Namibia, Mon- 
golia, Japan and San Francisco, 
“Babies” is a mesmerizing and 
weirdly manipulative experience, 
combining wide-eyed innocence 
and shrewd cultural commentary 
as it chronicles the folkways and 
familial rites of four starkly differ- 
ent societies. 

While two affluent couples in 
Tokyo and San Francisco raise their 
daughters with plenty of age-appro- 
priate accoutrements and New Age 
earnestness, halfway around the 
world a little boy on the Mongolian 
steppe shares his bathwater with 
a goat, and a girl growing up in a 
tiny African village learns how to 
pound red clay from the dirt. But 
“Babies” resolutely refuses to judge, 
at least explicitly. 

With stunning high-definition 
video images, director Thomas 
Balmes goes the classic pictorials 
of National Geographic one better, 
discreetly observing his young sub- 
jects over two years as they come 
into the world, discover their envi- 
ronment, begin to talk and, final-

ly, learn how to walk. In Namib- 
ia, little Ponijao spends most of 
her days outside, with her moth- 
er never far away; in Mongolia, 
Bayarjargal lives in a yurt, where 
his parents follow the custom of 
tying him to a bedpost when they 
must leave him unattended. (In one 
scene he blithely crawls among a 
herd of cows, narrowly escaping 
being trampled.) 


In Tokyo, Mari’s father talks on 
a cell phone while distractedly fid- 
dling with a mobile over his daugh- 
ter’s crib; in California, Hattie’s 
mother reacts to a brief outburst of 
toddler aggression by pulling out 
a book called “No Hitting.” In one 
of the film’s most amusing juxta- 
positions, Hattie attends a hippy- 
dippy sing-along to Mother Earth 
with other mommies and mes; 
moments later we see little Poni 
literally covered in Mother Earth 
while she sucks on a rock. 

As provocative as these sequenc- 
es are, clearly the filmmakers’ aim 
with “Babies” is to celebrate the 
grand universals of growing up. 
No matter what their surround- 
ings, each child reaches the same 
essential milestones, with atten- 
dant feelings of triumph and hope.

In the hands of, say, a Greg 
Kinnear and a Sarah Jessica Parker, the 
thing could be a disaster. It’s not. Not by 
a long shot.
